MULTIPLE  CASTINGS 

By  Courtney  L.  Coffing 

Coins  are  commonly  struck  or  cast  indi- 
vidually. However,  in  at  least  three  in- 
stances, coins  have  been  manufactured  in 

multiple  units,  by  casting. 

In  Malacca,  a tree  consisting  of  thirteen 
coins — six  on  each  side  of  a central  stem, 
and  one  at  the  end,  were  cast.  These  tin 
trees  were  called  "Pitis." 

In  Morocco,  twelve  coin-units  were  cast, 
with  three  across  and  four  down.  These 
coins  were  connected  vertically  but  not 
horizontally. 

From  1875  to  1908,  Kuang  Hsu,  the  last 
emperor  of  the  Ch'ing  Dynasty  in  China, 
made  the  bronze  cash  by  casting  from  forty 
to  one;  hundred  at  a time.  These  consisted 
of  both  single  and  double  rows  of  coins  on 
either  side  of  the  centerpiece.  These  were 
of  either  brass  or  copper. 


In  all  cases,  molds  of  each  reverse  and 
obverse  are  locked  facing  each  other,  and 
the  hot  metal  poured  in  from  the  top. 
When  the  metal  has  cooled,  the  cast  piece 
is  removed,  the  coins  broken  off,  the  break 
on  the  edge  is  smoothed  over,  and  the  coin 
is  placed  into  circulation.  The  units  in  their 
original  cast  form,  prior  to  separation,  are 
very  desirable  collectors  items.
